The last Canadian proposition, it is 
said, embodied a VQgue proposition to 
locate a provisional bouudury by some 
unrecognized mountain peak, but con- 
tained no reference to the Dalton Tr.ul 
custom house. 

DEWEY STARTS FOR HOME. 

Exchanges Parting Salutes With, the 
British and Italian Warships. 

Hongkong, June (J. — The United States 
cruiser Olympia with Admiral Dewey on 
board left here at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. The weather was wretched; it 
was raining and blowing at the time of 
the warship's departure. 

While passing the British cruiser 
Powerful the band of the Olympia 
played the British national anthem and 
gave a bugle salute. There was no 
tiring. The Powerful replied with a 
similar salute and her band played "Hail 
Columbia." As the baud passed the 
Italian admiral's ship, the Olympia's 
band played the Italian anthem and 
gave an admiral's salute, which compli- 
ments were returned. Then the Olym- 
pia's hand played " Auld Long Syne," 
and the band of the Powerful played 
" Home, Sweet Home." Admiral Dewey 
is apparently anxious to avoid all demon- 
strations. 



TRIBUTE TO SIR JOHN. 

Conservatives Meet in Toronto to 
Mark the Anniversary of the 
Statesman's Death. 

Toronto, June (i. — (Special) — The an- 
nual decoration by the Conservatives of 
Sir John Macdonald's monument in 
Queen's Park took place this afternoon, 
in the presence of a large assembly.

WOMEN MAY RULE LONDON. 

Commons Makes Them Eligible for 
Election to the Council— Not a 
Party Division. 

London, June 0.— During the report 
stage of the London Local Governmejt 
bill in the House of Commons to-day tin 
amendment, moved by the Right Hon. 
Leonard Henry Courtney, advanced 
Liberal, declaring women eligible to elec- 
tion as aldermen and councillors, was 
adopted by a vote of 108 to 101. The 
vote did not fellow parly lines though 
generally the Conservatives, including 
most of the cabinet ministers, opposed 
the amendment, while Arthur and Ger- 
ald Balfour (chief- secretary for Ireland), 
and other Unionists, with a majority of 
the Liberals, supported it. 



IMMENSE LAKE STEAMERS. 

Five Hundred Feet Long, Carrying 
Eight Thousand Tons on 
Eighteen Foot Draught. 

Cleveland, June (!.— The American 
Shipbuilding Co. have closed a contract 
for the four largest steamers ever built 
on fresh water. The steamers will cost 
$350,000 each and be modern in every 
particular. Their dimensions will be: 
Length over all, 500 feet; keel, 478 feet; 
beam, 52 feet; depth, 30 feet. 

The carrying capacity of these huge 
craft will be close to 8,000 tons on a 
draught of 18 feet. Their building 
marks as great an epoch in the develop- 
ment of shipbuilding as did the 400- 
footers. 



TOWED TO AUCKLAND. 

Perthshire From Sydney Picked Up with 
Broken Shaft. 

Melbourne, June 0. — It is reported here 
that the disabled British steamer Perth- 
shire from Sydney, N.S.W., April 20 for 
Bluff, N.S.W., has been towed to Auck- 
land. She was spoken 450 miles east of 
Sydney with her tail-shaft broken and 
later reported "all well" to another 
schooner.

Montreal, June C— (Special)— General 
Alger, secretary of war in President 
McKinley's cabinet, accompanied by 
Mrs. Alger and five or six personal 
friends, arrived in town yesterday by the 
Boston express. They were met at the 
station by Sir William Van Home and 
entertained at luncheon at his residence. 
The party includes Mr. and Mrs. Russell 
A. Alger, Jr., of Grandmere, Mrs. Frank 
Russell, and Mrs. G. D. Pike, of Boston. 
They travel in the private car Michigan. 

During the morning Gen, Alger and 
his son were closeted with Van Home, 
Shaughnessy and Angus, nil of whom nre 
interested in the Laurentide pulp mills 
at Grandmere, Que.

Insurgents Give Slip to Their 
Pursuers— Heat Prostrates 
Five Hundred. 



Manila, Juno 0.— a, m.— Yesterday 
afternoon Ool. Tru lean's detachment, 
proceeding ulong the west wide of the 
peninsula, took Angouo and Binangonan. 
The rebels evacuated these towns Sun- 
day night and lied to the northwest, 
slipping north of Boning before General 
Hall's brigade arrived. Finding there 
iwas no opposition, Col. Truman crossed 
the peninsula towards Morong for the 
purpose of joining General Hall when 
lie arrived from Antipole- General Hull 
passed through Teresa, the only town 
which the Inhabitant* had not deserted, 
iiuuy uniforms were found, indicating 
that the insurgents had suddenly changed 
themselves into friends for the time 
being. 

'1*110 natives at Binangonan stated that 
ticu. I'm del Pilar' s forces escaped east 
■to the mountains in the direction of San 
Mateo. They are making for Angouo. 

Before leaving Morong an outpost of 
the Washington regiment was attacked 
by the enemy and lost one killed and one 
iwouudod. 

That the object of the movement to 
entrap Gen. del Pilar's troops in the 
peninsula was unsuccessful was due to 
the inability of the Americans to swing 
fur enough to the east and suUicieutly 
fast, to get behind the enemy. Gen. Hall 
;will withdraw to Pasig, across the north- 
ern part of the peninsula. 

Kive days' rations are now being dis- 
tributed among the troops, who axe ad- 
vancing, maintaining nearly a continu- 
ous line across the peninsula. 

Hospital tugs returned to-night with 
iOL) men suffering from the effects of 
heat. 

The gunboat: Oavadonga was struck 
liy a shot from an insurgent cannon at a 
range of IJ.OOU yards. She signalled to 
the Napidiun, which came up, aud both 
boats shelled the enemy for 15 minutes, 
Bilenciug the guns. 

Several escapes of insurgents through 
the lines are reported to have been made 
during the night. The unevenness of 
the country prevents the maintenance of 
B complete cordon of American troops. 

fhc Mateo valley wires? have been cut 
continually by the enemy, and finally 
abandoned by the Americans, communi- 
cation being kept up via Pasig. 

The roughest country traversed by the 
(American troops is in the vicinity of 
Iftjit.ipolo. Transportation over it is im- 
possible, and even signal service wagons 
bad to ho abandoned. Five Chinamen in 
Alio sisnnl service employ deserted, and 
the remaining ones were unable to carry 
ihe wires. Kergt. Wadak, with a wire 
repairing party, was rut off behind the 
lines by the enemy. Lieut. Gibbs, with 
a handful of signal men, rushed to 
Wadak's rescue, and succeeded in rout- 
lug the enemy who opposed his return. 

Lieut. Hawthorne was unable to pro- 
ttwri, owing to the impassable condition 
*f the country, and was compelled to 
burn wagons, artillery and ammunition 
lto prevent them falling into the hands of 
tthe enemy. 

Gen. Hull, with his command, stopped 
Sunday at Teresa. He advanced this 
morning and occupied Morong without 
opposition or notable incident. 

Ool. Wholley hud u little light at 
Morong yesterday, and the Americans 
found nine dead and five wounded Fili- 
pinos upon occupying the place.

The Hague, June 0.— The naval section 
•f the armaments committee have unani- 
mously rejected the Russian proposals. 

The arbitration committee have adopt- 
ed the scheme of mediation reported by 
the drafting committee, without modi- 
fication, although it is stipulated that 
it shall be subjec t to modifications at 
the second reading. 

Articles 1 and 2 are declaratory, to 
tic effect that the signatory powers, in 
•rdor to prorent n recv/urse to force, have 
■greed to effect pacific solutions of 
differences, and will, except in excep- 
tional circumstances, before an appeal 
to force, have recourse to the mediation 
•f one or more friendly powers. 

Article 3 provides that independently 
of a recourse to such amicable means, 
any friendly power may offer good offices 
of mediation without such offer being 
considered an unfriendly act.. 

Article 4 provides that the role of 
mediator shall consist in the reconcilia- 
tion of conflicting claims and the allay- 
ing of bitterness between states at vari- 
ance. 

Article 5 defines the limitations of 
Uio functions of the mediator. They 
fcbu.!l cease when one of the parties to 
the dispute or the mediator says the 
arrangement is not accepted. 

Article says that the good o dices 
contemplated are exclusively of the 
character of friendly counsel. 

Article 7 asserts that mediation shall 
■not slop preparations for war except by 
a convention for the purpose. 

Article S says that during .'10 days the 
question in dispute shall be considered 
as referred exclusively in the mcdiniorj 
now raw.

a. in. very little progress had been made. 



MU. CHAMBERLAIN SANGUINE. 

Hopes for Satisfactory Result from Ne- 
gotiations for Arbitration with 
United States. 

London, June (5. — In the House of 
Commons this afternoon the Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, colonial secretary, 
in reply to a question, said negotiations 
were progressing between the United 
States and British governments con- 
cerning the question of arbitration, but 
nothing definite could be said at present. 

The members of parliament were great- 
ly disappointed at the lack of information 
and Sir Edward Grey. Liberal, and oth- 
ers propose to ask further questions m 
the subject. 

Mr. Chamberlain afterwards told a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press that 
he had acted in the matter for the par- 
liamentary secretary for the foreign offk-e 
at the request of the Martinis of Salis- 
bury, adding that it was most unjikely 
that a pnblic statement would be ma le 
as the highest interests of the commis- 
sion were opposed to it t and silence was 
the best help in the negotiations. Mr. 
Chamberlain added: "1 take the most 
sanguine view of the situation. More 
than this I am certainly not in a position 
to say." 



THE PELICAN'S FATE. 

Bottle Message Believed to Be Authen- 
tic—A Search For Possible Sur- 
vivors— Esquimau May Aid. 

San Francisco, Jul.* 5— The Mer- 
chants' Exchange has received from the 
Northern Pacific Steamship Company a 
genuine signature of M. S. Patterson, 
first officer of the steamer Pelican, which 
according to a message picked up on the 
shores of Portage Bay, was lost while 
en route from Puget Souud to China. 
Some doubt was expressed that some 
ruthless joker was playing a hoax, but 
a careful comparison of the signatures 
dispels the idea, and shipping men are 
convinced that the Pelican foundered. 

Port Townsend, June 5.— Word has 
been received here from Washington 
that the cutler Grant has received in- 
structions from the department to cruise 
along the Aleutian islands for the pur- 
pose of making diligent search for the 
crew of the steamer Pelican, which is 
supposed to have gone down near the 
Alaskan coast, and it is thought some of 
the crew might have reached shore, and 
may yet be alive. The Corwin and 
Thetis will also receive the same in- 
structions as soon as they can be 
reached. They are now on the way 
North. 

Tacoma, June 5.— Senator Foster has 
wired from St. Paul, suggesting that an 
eflort be made to have the British gov- 
ernment aid in the search by sending a 
vessel from Esquimalt, inasmuch as the 
Pelican was a British steamer and Capt 
Gove a. British navigator.

'Not directly in connection 
with the funeral, but no doubt inspired 
by the memory of their departed in- 
structor, u large number of Indians en- 
acted scones from the lite of Christ on 
the day of the funeral.

Another chapter is chronicled in the 
checkered life of Peter Deville, the 
famous French Pete, Klondike king aud 
discoverer of the Treadwell mines- 
Deville is over 00 years old, ami a long- 
ing came over him recently to visit old 
l'aris, where he was born. On arriving 
there he met and fell in love with the 
daughter ef n friend of bygone days. 
The girl was but 20, very beautiful and 
highly cultivated. She was boru about 
the time he left home and friends to seek 
his fortune in California. Deville asked 
her to share his millions and become his 
bride. The marriage took place six 
weeks ago. The happy couple started 
forthwith on a long honeymoon to the 
far-off land of gold. They arrived in 
Vancouver on Sunday, where Deviile's 
beautiful young bride was takeu sud- 
denly ill. She is now lying dead at the 
city hospital. Deville is distracted. 
He says he would give up all his weulth 
and become u beggar if it would bring 
back his wife.

The school trustees held their regular 
meeting at -1:30 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. The hour seemed inconvenient, 
for only Mrs. Grant aud Messrs. Belyea, 
Hull and Murchunt were ou hand at the 
opening of proceedings, Trustee Bel- 
yea presiding uutil Chairman MeMick- 
ing should put in au appearance. 

A communication fr^in the superintend- 
ent of education, Mr. Alex, itobiuson, 
stated that the council of public instruc- 
tion had recently made aud established 
ihe following regulations in reference to 
the per capita graul to the city districts: 

" The per capita grant of $10 per head 
made to the city districts under the pro- 
visions of section o5 of the Public School 
act, and based upon the average actual 
daily attendance for the half-year pre- 
ceding the payment, shall in future be 
based upon the average daily attendance, 
as determined by the division of the 
total aetuv.l daily attendance by the 
number of days during the halt-year that 
each division of a school should have 
been in session as required by the rules 
and regulations tor the government of 
the public schools, an exception being 
made where any school has been closed 
on account of the prevalence of an epi- 
demic." 

On motion, the letter will be placed ou 
the minutes aud a copy sent to each of 
the trustees. 

Miss McLean, of the South Purk 
school, wrote asking ior leave of ab- 
sence for the rest of the term, on account 
of ill-health. The superintendent re- 
ported having already appointed -Miss 
Marehuut temporarily to the position. 
This step the bourd endorsed. 

Miss Cameron, principal of the South 
Park school, wrote again concerning her 
salary. She wished to have stated in 
fairness to herself what objections, if 
any, the board had against her. If her 
teaching was satisfactory, she thought 
she was entitled to the same salary as 
the principal of the North Ward school. 

Dr. Hall moved, seconded by Trustee 
Marehuut, that the letter be received and 
filed, and that the writer be informed 
that for the present the board have no 
intention of making a raise in salaries. 
The mover hud no fault to find with Miss 
Cameron's teaching, but funds would not 
permit of a general raise in salaries, and 
it' one was raised a lot would have to he- 
Trustee Belyea thought it not fair to 
tile board that Miss Camerou should 
write in the manner she did- He also 
supported the motion, and the subject 
here ended.

There were eight eases of traancj and 
2!) cases of corporal punishment. The 
attendance percentage was 88, and the 
punctuality percentage 99.7. 

Trustee Marchant moved, and the mo- 
tion was carried, that Miss Cameron and 
Mr. Titit, principals of the South Park 
and Victoria West schools, respectively, 
be appointed as examiners to act in con- 
junction with the superintendent for the 
coining exam illations. 

Trustee Hall wished to know if the 
secretary had any communication from 
the department of education in regard 
to the use of the school for the teachers' 
examination. He did not know whether 
it was customary for the department not 
to ask for such a privilege, but he con. 
sidered it nt least a matter of courtesy 
that the request should be made. In 
other provinces the department paid for 
the use of the Hchools for such purposes, 
but. he did not raise the question in this 
connection. He did so as damage might 
be done during such a time. 

Trustee Marchant thought it clear that 
the department should ask for the use of 
the school for an. examination. He pre- 
sumed the janitor would do his duty and 
keep the floors cloned. He would, how- 
ever, he very favornhle to granting a 
request for the use of the schools. 

Trustee Belyea inquired what the 
next business was, and the subject was 
ciianged to a request from the city coun- 
cil for the privilege of talcing some sand 
from the High school grounds. The 
matter w"ns left in the hands of the 
buildings and grnnnds committee. 

Trustee Belyea, of this committee, 
spnke of a number of improvements 
which ought to be made about the 
schools. He thought the grass near the 
High school should be cut before it got 
dry and a source of danger from fire; 
and among other things that better pro- 
vision should be made for some of the 
larger boys in North Ward, where some,' 
of the desks were altogether too small. 
This could bp done, if in no other way, 
by elevating the desks. 

Trustee Marchant: thought the same 
complaint might be made nliout desks in 
other schools. He moved Hint Mr. 
Maxwell Muir be appointed to act with 
the committee on buildings and grounds 
and make out an estimate of the cost of 
the improvement's. This the board en- 
dorsed. 

Superintendent Enton then brought up 
a number of suggestions. The purport 
of his remarks was contained in the 
motion made by Dr. Hall and seconded 
by Trustee Belyea and carried, which 
was as follows: "That the public ex- 
aminations required by Act f>. Clause 0, 
nf the regulations of the council of pnblic 
instruction, to be held nt the end of each 
half-year, lie held for the current term 
in the Hid] school .Tune 22, and in the 
graded schools June 23, and that the 
teachers be instructed to conduct the 
examinations in such a "way as to give 
the fullest possible effect to the pnrpose 
or such examinations as described in the 
statute." 

There was some little discussion on 
Mr. ICaton'fl suggestion as to the advisa- 
bility of taking away the exhibition 
character of the elosing exercises of the 
school. Dr. Hhll was not fnvornble to 
the entertainments, nut Mrs. Grant 
thought that the parents, pnplln nnd 
tcachi'i'M liked to meet together once u

with the appended, which he moved and 
which was carried: "That it is not in 
the interests of the schools that Ihe prin- 
cipals bo required to leave their regular 
duties to assist in the High school en- 
trance examination, as has hitherto been 
the custom; and that the secretary' be 
instructed to communicate with the 
superintend!-. . of education, requesting 
that in futu ■■. il" possible, the principals 
be relieved i this service." 

Mr. Hntou's third suggestion was: 

The pupils of the graded schools shall 
be so distributed that not less than 45 
nor more than 55 shall be assigned to 
any one teacher; and redistribution shall 
be made ns often as may be necessary to 
maintain this degree of numerical uni- 
formity. In every school as many 
classes shall be formed as are necessary 
to enable all the pupils of each class to 
work together to the best advantage; nnd 
no pupil shall be allowed to remain in 
any class when his individual interests 
could be better served in a higher or 
lower one. 

Trustee Belyea said the question was 
the old one of* grading schools, which he 
tfiad long advocated. Tie considered the 
very best common schools were _ the 
country schools, where sometimes six or 
eight classes are under the one teacher. 
Here things were adjusted where a boy's 
work was sometimes above and some- 
limes below his ability. 

Mrs. Grant thought that there was too 
much stress put upon the work of coun- 
try schools. The country schools were 
not crowded, as were those of the city, 
and boys or girls for this reason in the 
former were generally forwarded rapidly 
in this work. 

The suggestion of the superintendent 
wa.s adopted and the meeting adjourned.

DEATH OF PBTElt LEECH. 

Veteran Engineer Passed Away After n 
Very Short Illness. 

The death occurred last evening after 
very short illness of Peter Leech, the 
pioneer engineer and surveyor. Mr. 
Leech had been suffering from an attack 
of pneumonia for a few days, but was 
well enough to be out on Monday. That 
evening, however, it was found necessary 
to remove him to the Jubilee hospital, 
win re he died. The deceased came to 
British Columbia with the Royal En- 
gineers, under Col. Moody in IS5S and 
remained with the command at Now 
Westminster until it was disbanded in 
1S»I2. lie then engaged i:i the practice 
of his profession and was one of the 
piuty who surveyed the route for Jie 
overland telegraph line, which was to 
have extended through British Columbia, 
Alaska, Siberia and Russia to the Euro- 
pean capitals. The work was abandon- 
ed upon the completion of the Atlantic 
cable and Mr. Leech entered the service 
of the Hudson's Bay Company, taking 
charge of their post at Ksquimalt. Later 
he became city engineer for Victoria and 
took part in many important works 
throughout the province. He was up- 
wards of 70 years of age. 

A daughter, at present absent from the 
city, survives him.

T1IL-3 DISMISSAL CORRESPON- 
DENCE. 

The first thinjr that will occur to most 
persons on perusal of tho correspondence 
relating to the dismissal of the Turner 
ministry, as Uid before parliament, is 
that the ci-niinieters asked for an Ji- 
quiry on personal and not on political 
grounds. They appear to have desired 
chiefly to protect their reputations from 
the charge of having ubuaed or attempt 
ed to abuse their official position. This 
of itself renders it next to impossible 
for the British Columbia members in 
parliament to secure any expression oC 
opinion as to the constitutionality of the 
Lieutenant-Governor's action, which is 
to be regretted, for although, us we said 
the other day it is not desirable that par- 
liament should pass any resolution ou 
the Bubject, it is very desirable that the 
questions involved should be discussed 
by experienced parliamentarians in the 
House of Commons. If Col. Prior, who 
moved for the correspondence, is unable 
to do anything more it will not be Jiis 
fault, but will be due to tho nature of 
the questions raised by the memorial of 
the ex-ministers. 

So fur as these questions are concern- 
ed, they seem to be fully disposed of. 
Only two could by uny construction, no 
matter how forced, be considered us an 
imputation upon the honor of the gentle- 
men who were then His Honor's advis- 
ers. They were the matter of the so- 
called blank warrants, and - the alleged 
advice of Attorney-General Eberts as to 
the necessity for the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor's signature to warrants. The first 
is fully disposed of by the Lieu ten. mt- 
Gvorenor himself, who admits that it 
may have been a mistake. We do not 
think Ilis Honor's reputation would have 
suffered if he had gone further and said 
that he accepted unreservedly the • -x- 
planution given of this matter, but his 
admission fully disposes of the whole 
charge, which ought to be a source cf 
great satisfaction to the opponents as 
well as to the friends of the late ad- 
ministration, for surely no one w^ald 
like to believe that any gentlemen, who 
have had the honor to fill seats ia the 
Executive Council of this province woald 
stoop to the villainy of obtaining the 
Lieutenant-Governor's signuture to war- 
rants to be used without his knowledge. 

In regard to the advice alleged to have 
been given by ex-Attorney-General El>- 
erts, there is happily u dispute as to the 
facts. It is claimed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor and not denied by his late 
ministers that Mr. Eberts did direct His 
Honor's attention to the section authoriz- 
ing the uuditor to issue warrantH on the 
advice of the Attoniey-Geueral. The 
Lieutenant-Governor seems to have un- 
derstood very much more than Mr. Eb- 
t-rts meant. Giving both parties to the 
affair credit for good faith, the gr.'.it 
divergence in their understanding of -he 
matter may he explained by attributing 
the Lieutenant-Governor's view to the 
fact that, us he himself says, he "is not 
learned in the law." We have only to 
express regret that His Honor did not 
feel it to be his duty to call his Pre- 
mier's attention to the mutter and ask 
him to call upon Mr. Eberts for un ex- 
planation. If he had taken this course 
much unpleasantness would have been 
avoided. It is inconceivable that Mr. 
Eberts could have intended to eon/ey 
to the Lieutenant-Governor the idea that 
the hitter's bignnture to warrants wis 
not necessary. It is equally clear from 
what transpired that His Honor did so 
understand Mr. Eberts. We do no injiis- I 



Mr. Eberts' intention, and in fact pre- 
disposed him to think that Mr. Eberts 
intended to mislead him. 

The removal of these two matters from 
the case greutly simplify it and leave the 
constitutional question by itself to be 
dealt with by the people of Brltjah Co- 
lumbia at the next general election. It 
is a queslion that must not be allowed 
to drop out of sight. The personal as- 
pect of it has disappeared entirely, and 
it will be for the people of the province 
to say whether it ia right for the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the province to take 
the administration of affairs out of their 
hands and force a political crisis when- 
ever he sees lit. British Columbia is to- 
day suffering from this high handed act 
of Lieutenant-Governor Melnues, and 
we wish to be understood that ia usi.ig 
the expression "high-handed" we meun 
in a political sense only. So far .is the 
Colonist is concerned, whatever perso ml 
aspect there may have been to the iss te 
has wholly disappeared. We claim :h it 
Lieutenant-Governor Mclnues had 
warrant to do what he did. He believes 
that he bad, and his present advisers 
are, he says, prepared to support '.he 
constiLutionulity of his act. We driw 
public attention once moro to the fact 
that they have not done so. We ;ioint 
oat that at the only election in which the 
constitutional question was a direct 
issue, namely in this city, his action was 
condemned. The evil ■result of what we 
clnini to have been a subversion of con- 
stitutional principles must he appareit 
to him as they are to every one elac. 
The province is suffering daily because 
its affairs have been placed in the hands 
of men wholly unfit to manage them. 
No one can honestly say that if the gov- 
ernment of the province had been left 
in the hands of Mr. Turner, if the po- 
litical situation hud beeu allowed to work 
itself out without interference from Gov 
eminent House, matters would not havo- 
been in it far more satisfactory condi- 
tion than they are to-day in respect to 
the standing of British Columbia abroad 
and the contentment of the people at 
home. 



OUU TRADE WITH CHINA. 
We present herewith some statistics of 
our trade with Hongkong and China for 
the year ending June 30, 1S08- These 
are the latest available, unfortunately, 
for a full year. The chief lesson taught 
by them is that this branch of Canadian 
commerce is only in its infancy: 
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lng the Carihoo-Omineea Company, the 
Public Works Amendment Act, and the 
Tramway Incorporation Amendment act, 
also in n number of acts incorporating 
railway companies. It will be remem- 
bered that in ISO" a general act was in- 
troduced of the same nature, and that 
Lieutenant-Governor Dewduey withheld 
his assent, doing so on his own responsi- 
bility and as representing the Goveiuor- 
General. There was some discussion at 
the time as to the constitutionality of his 
course, or rather as to whether his min- 
isters were not responsible for his action. 
The legislature at its last session passed 
certain acts containing provisions against 
the employment of Japanese. These 
have not yet been passed upon by the 
federal government. 

it is out of the power of the govern- 
ment to take any action in the premises 
until the legislature has been ealied to- 
gether. If anti-Japanese legislation is 
ugaiu passed, the Lieutenant-Governor 
will find himself in a position of some 
dilllculty. lie will know that if he as- 
sents to such a measure, he will go 
contrary to the declared policy of the 
Imperial government, and yet if his min- 
isters are able to command a legislative 
majority in support of the bill, he would 
be justified in assenting to it. The 
proper course in such 11 case would be to 
submit the question to the people, which 
could be done by refusing his assent to 
the bill, and thus compel the resignation 
of his advisers. He would then have 
to find a ministry which would accept the 
responsibility of his refusal, uud a dis- 
solution would follow as a matter of 
course. This is the only constitutional 
way in which the views of the people of 
British Columbia eun be taken on this 
issue, and we shall not be at all surprised 
to see it reached. 



It will be observed that our trade with 
Hongkong Ls very small, which is all the 
more worthy of notice because very 
much of what Hongkong imports is sold 
in Southern China. It is easy to pick 
out lines of goods for which Canada 
ought to be able to find a market in 
Hongkong, and the same observation 
applies to China and Japan. It is said 
that the Orient will take our fruit in 
very considerable quantities, and that 
some large shipments have been made of 
fruit from the state of Washington. We 
sent twenty barrels of apples as our con- 
tribution to the requirements of upwards 
of 100,000,000 people. Without taking 
into account the native population, one 
would suppose that the foreign residents 
of the Orient would like to have our 
apples and pears. That one dollar's 
worth of oatmeal which weut to China 
must have felt lonesome, nnd the five 
dollar's worth of building stone absorbed 
by China would hardly be missed from 
our quurries. Further conuuent upon 
the returns Ls hardly necessary, but we 
commend them to the consideration of 
our business people, 



EXCLUSION OP CAPITAL. 

Our correspondent " Canadian " puts 
Mr. Cotton in rather a tight place over 
the action of the government ia refusing 
to give free miners' certificates to incor- 
porated companies. Mr. Cotton told a 
Colonist reporter that there was no 
reason why companies could not appoint 
trustees to hold licenses for them, pend- 
ing the making of regulations by the 
government to meet their case. Unfor- 
tunately for this sort of an arrangement, 
the law expressly declares that no person 
shall hold a free miner's certificate aa 
trustee for a corporation. Therefore M r. 
Cotton's excuse for the. extraordinary 
policy adopted by the government falls 
completely to the ground. Can it be pos- 
sible that the Attorney-General has ad- 
vised his colleagues that the trustee plan 
could be adopted with safety? It is of 
course conceivable that he has done so, 
although he hud the bill in charge, and 
if we are not mistaken framed the very 
section quoted by our correspondent. He 
must iu such a case have a very short 
memory or be utterly oblivious to the 
law. We have seen that in other in- 
stances he has been ready to disregard 
the plain provisions of a statute. Does 
he proiKvse to override this one? 

Referring to the proposed regulations, 
we do not recall any provision in the act 
requiring the government to make regula- 
tions in the premises, Of course, a 
government may make regulations to 
govern itself in the exercise of its policy, 
and may promulgate them for general 
information. They will have no legal 
value, but it is proper in all castas to pre- 
scribe some general rule according to 
which discretionary powers vested in the 
government will be exercised. But why, 
may we ask, have ull these months beeu 
allowed to slip by without such regula- 
tions being made? Our correspondent 
says that some fifteen or twenty com- 
panies have made application for certifi- 
cates and been refused. How many 
more applications does the government 
propose to wait for before making the 
regulations which are thought to be 
accessary'.' The whole business is greatly 
to the discredit of the government. The 
adoplion of the policy of excluding capi- 
tal, except under onerous conditions, was 
a blunder in the first place; the refusal 
to permit capitalists who have complied 
with the law to get to work Ls little short 
of a crime. The excuse advanced is no 
excuse ut all.

Death of Thomas Glaholm. — News was 
received from Nanaimo yesterday if 
the deuth of Thomas W. Glaholm, of 
the firm of A. It.

Arrangements have been completed by 
Collector Milne for the bonding of duti- 
able goodB through from Victoria, to 
Dawson City via Skagway and Lake 
Bennett. This has been made possible 
through the White Pass & Yukon Rail 
way Company and the Canadian Devel- 
opment Company putting up bonds and 
becoming what are known as bonded 
carriers. Men having dutiable goods to 
ship can, after securing the necesiavy 
papers, place them on the stcWners run- 
ning from Victoria to Skagway'. At 
the latter point they will be transferred 
to the cars of the White Pass railway 
under the supervision of Mr. E. S. Bius- 
by, the Canadian customs officer station- 
ed there, and an American officer. The 
railway company will take the goods 
through to Beunett, guaranteeing the 
governments of Canada and the Uu'.ted 
States that the bulk will not be broken 
in trans;, nhd thus saving the shipper the 
Sxpehse of n convoy. The duty may be 
paid at Bennett if the shipper so de- 
sires nnd the goods sent' down the river 
on any of the steamers running from 
there, but if he does not wish to pay 
the duty until Dn-wson is reached they 
must be taken by a bonded carrier, of 
which there is but one up to the present, 
the Canadian Development Company, or 
accompanied by a convoy nt the shii>- 
per's expense. Goods can be sent 
through in bond to Atliu in the same 
way. 

There will be three officers at Bennett 
to attend to the transferring of the 
goods at that point and the officer nt 
White Horse, Mr. Charles Grant, who 
has recently been transferred to the 
jurisdiction of Collector Milne, will see 
that the goods are taken around the 
rapids -without bulk being broken. 

American goods going through to Circle 
City or Eagle City may pay duty at Vic- 
toria, Bennett or Dawson and the duty 
will be returned on the receipt jf the 
certificate showing that the goods landed 
beyond the Canadian boundary. 

On shipments going over the ChileDOt 
Pass duty may be paid at Lake Linder- 
uinn ur they can tic convoyed from there 
to Bennett and then transferred to the 
strainers of bonded curriers. 

Thus Canadian goods can be shipped 
from Victoria to Dawson going through a 
IKirtiou of American territory just ns 
easily ns they could be shipped from 
Montreal to Victoria by one of the Am- 
erican lines and American goods can 
reach Dawson with as little difficulty 
as goods coining from New York to Vic- 
toria. Of course the American goods 
have the disadvantage of having to pay 
duty, while the Canadian goods go in 
duty free. 

The arrangements made will greatly 
facilitate the shipment of goods to points 
on the Yukon.

It needed bat a glance at the decxs 
of the R. M. S. Empress of Japan as 
she lay at the quarantine station wharf 
jcatorduy swarming with pietuwaque 
humanity of all races, to establish .he 
Kct that the slobe-trottcrs 1 migration for 
the season is well begun. There were In 
'all upwards of 850 people on board for 
the trip (the crew included), the first 
saloon passengers numbering 280, with 
38 whites in the intermediate list, 105 
Chinese and 250 Japanese in the steer- 
age. 

With so long a list it was but natural 
that quite a muster of notables was to 
be had, the "conspicuous passengers," to 
quote the distinguishing phrase of one 
of the ship's officers, being beaded by 
Oonsul-Geueral Schmucker, the Aust'-o- 
Uuugarian representative to China, who 
is proceeding to Europe for u long va- 
cation, Mr*. Sehniucker accompanying. 
When they left their home in Shanghai 
the political horizon of the Orient .-on- 
taiueil fewer clouds than llerr Sohinuek- 
er has discerned at any previous period 
of his diplomatic career. It therefore 
seemed a particularly appropriate oc- 
casion for a holiday. 

Representing the British army, the 
Empress bad on her voyage just com- 
pleted quite an impressive contiigent 
among her passengers, the little coterie 
of military men including Major 11. a. 
MeLagau, Captain D. BairU, Surgeon- 
General Hamilton, nud Captain A. p. 
G.Shelley, who disembarks here. lue 
majority of these are gentlemen of the 
Boyal Engineers en route home on fur- 
lough; Surgeon-General Hamilton re, 
however, on retired list, and with M.-s. 
Hamilton is enjoying the luxury of a 
pleasure tour. 

Of the commercial princes of the Ori- 
ent included in the passenger list, a 
well-known one to British Columbians 
is Mr. J. J. Bell-Irving, manager at 
Hongkong of the big house of Jardine, 
Mathieeon & Co., who with Mrs. Bell- 
Irving will disembark at Vancouver to 
spend a few days with. Mr. Bell-lrving's 
brothers. 

G. C. Masters, who is also accompan- 
ied by Mrs. Masters, is a well-known 
Hongkong lawyer who promises himself 
an interesting fishing holiday in this 
province before going on to Engl tad. 
Dr. Stedruan is another Hongkong gen- 
tleman who having recently taken to 
himself a wife is enjoying a honeymoon 
trip around the world. Mr. Granville 
Sharp is a merchant of Hongkong who 
has branches all throught the Chinese 
coast towns; and Mrs., the Misses and 
the Masters Jackson constitute the wife 
and iuterestiug family of the general 
manager of the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai bank. 

Mr. Hepworth is still another wealthy 
Hongkong merchant and Mr. Humphrey 
perhaps the best chemist in all the Ori- 
ent. He is travelling with Mrs. Humph- 
reys and three children, ticketed for 
London. Mr. A S. Anton, of the Shang- 
hai bank, is journeying to Liverpool to 
bring back a Mrs. Anton to grace his 
home in the Orient; and Mr. L. H. Wise 
is a millionaire manufacturer of one of 
the Eastern States, who with Mrs., Miss 
and Muster Wise has been rushing with 
ready kodak through the centuries-old 
cities of ancient China. 

Of the globe-trotters proper the most 
notable are Mr. Allen, Mr. J. l'\ An I- 
erson, Mr. H. Bent, Mr. HaphH lo 
Brim (who is in the foreign diplunatic 
service), Mr. and Mrs. T. Went«vorth 
Falconer, Sir. H. W. Eraser, Mr. God- 
dnm. Mr. O. E. d'Avigdor Goldstuid. 
Ee Com to do Jaucourt, Mr. mid Mrs. 
Swan, and Mr. Kigby WflMin anil family, 
the latter a millionaire sheep rancher of 
Australia. 

Rev. A. V. Bryan has for wane lime 
been engaged in missionary work with 
Shanghai us his headquarters, and is 
proceeding to Toronto with Mrs. B.-yn 
and their four children. Mr. B. 11. 
Chamberlain is the greatest living ex- 
pert in the language and literature of 
Japan, and has for many years been 
identified with educational work in Jap- 
an. He is at present enjoying a much- 
Deeded holiday— the first in many years. 

On the voyage just over the Enipr-.*ss' 
big family were treated to a variety of 
weather, high wind and heavy seas being 
the rule for the first five days >ut of 
Yokohama, and the fairest of June su-i- 
shiae marking the entrance into British 
Columbia waters. 

There is little news of general inter 
in the advices brought by the white liner. 
Shanghai correspondents announce that 
in satisfaction for the destruction of the 
French missionary station in Szeehu in, 
tin? French government in addition to an 
indemnity of 1,200,000 taels, has claimed 
the cession of folly square miles of ter- 
ritory in the neighborhood of Chuag- 
kiang. 

Germany also finds pretext for emulat- 
ing Oliver Twist in asking for mure, in 
a collision at Kiaochow between Ger 
man soldiers and Chinese rioters, the lat- 
ter numbering between 20,000 .iiid 
25,000. 

Of the homo affairs of China the most 
interesting reports are to the effect that 
on the 18th May a cont rnct for a railway 
loan amounting to £10,000,000 was sig l- 
ed between the Chinese givernment ami 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation, associated with the Ger- 
man Asiatic Bank— the money in ques- 
tion being for the purpose of building th<; 
Tientain-Chlnklang line. 

The somt-monthly rumor that the Chi- 
nese Emperor had died in the fastnesses 
of his palace-prison, had just started on 
tour a few days before the Empress sail- 
ed—with two days' advantage In start 
over the formal contradiction. 

In the Waichow and Ohiuchow dis- 
tricts, contiguous to the newly-acquired 
British territory of Kowloon, rebellion 
has recently broken out, according to the 
reports of the Yokohama dailies, the au- 
thorities having several times come Into 
conflict with the dissatisfied faction, and 
somewhat at a disadvantage. In this re- 
gard Mr. Granville Sharpe, who crossed 
by the Empress, asserts that the disturb- 
ance is hnrdly formidable enough to be 
dignified with the name of a rebellion, 
the malcontents being few in n.imber, 
unorganized, and the very scum of the 
population. 

The British In the Kowloon continue to 
experience trouble In homeopathic Joses 
but the great easting out of "the foreign 
devils" that bad been promised for 



devils" that had been promised hope- 
lesaly failed to materialize. 

All trading countries of the world will 
welcome the news that Nanking was 
formally opened to foreign trade on the 
1st of May ultimo; while there is consid- 
erable political significance in the an- 
nouncement that Vice-Admiral Dubma- 
off, who is now in command of the Rus- 
sian lleet in Chinese waters, will shortly 
be relieved of his station, to be succeeded 
by Vice-Admiral Gilbrand, now in charge 
of the Russian volunteer fleet at St. 
Petersburg. 

Thanks to generally good weather 
along the Chinese coast, shipping mis- 
haps occupy small space in the Chi- 
nese and Japanese press. The German 
steamer Suevla had recently a narrow 
escape from destruction by tire near 
Singapore — but escaped; and the P. & O. 
steamer Parramatta just missed being 
struck by a meteorolite while proeodoing 
from Singapore to Hongkong— but fortu- 
nately missed it. 

RIVER DEPOSITS. 

Paper Read at the Natural History So- 
ciety Meeting by Rev. Dr. 
Wilson. 

An interesting meeting of the Natural 
History Society was held on Mon lay 
evening. Dr. Wilson read a paper on 
''River Deposits," presenting figures on 
file rnte of land formation on the Nile, 
the Mississippi and the Eraser. Obser- 
vations made by him on a little stream 
which flows into Lake I'eoria, in Illinois, 
showed an astonishing amount of work 
done in land transformation. For many 
jears uncertainty existed as to the lo- 
cation of a fort built by La Salle In 18ti0. 
Lu Salle states that he built the fort at 
the foot of the lake. The only site 
which corresponds with his description 
is two miles distant from the lake. That 
two miles has been tilled lu by the litt.e 
stream. It was evident that where the 
tilt brought down by the running stroim 
could be impounded, great transforma- 
tions would appear. When the detritus 
of a river fulls into a lake or sea, it is 
practically impounded. . It begins to set- 
tle down as soon as the influence of the 
current ceases. Hence bars form at the 
mouths of rivers. The silt is not carried 
out to sea and distributed over the bot- 
tom of the ocean, but remains at the riv- 
er's mouth, gradually extending >he 
shore line. 

Egypt, from Cairo northward is en- 
tirely the product of the Nile, and, geo- 
logically speaking, is of recent forma- 
tion. Egypt now protrudes into the 
Mediterranean Sea. It was once a gulf. 
If that gulf was no deeper than the Med- 
iterranean and if the annual discharge 
of tilt averaged tis much as it does now, 
then the—whole of Egypt, as far up us 
ancient Memphis, has been formed in 
4,500 years. The Mississippi, according 
to Generals Humphreys and Abbott, 
United States engineers, makes a similar 
record. 

The Eraser is enlarging the boundaries 
of British Columbia. Dr. Wilson con- 
jectures that Lulu island, Sea island and 
all the other islands in the river, together 
with all the low lands as far up as Hope 
embracing with the tldnl Hats not less 
than 280 square miles was once an in- 
let, probably as deep as the Gulf of 
Georgia, .'StlO feet. Besides this there 
are not less than 100 miles of submarine 
banks all the product of the river. 

Observations as to the date of dis- 
charge are now being run tie by the Do- 
minion engineers in charge of the works 
cm the Eraser. When those observations 
shall be published an approxiuiati >n to 
the age of the Eraser will be possible. 
Hut pending that some conjectures may- 
be ventured with the aid of data already 
available. Albert J. Hill observed the 
flow in the flood of 18IW and tested the 
surface water for sediment, and found 
thai during June of that year the Fraser 

discharged (iOO. » cubic feet of water 

per second, carrying 69.8 cubic feet of 
suspended matter, or 223.3U0 cubic yards 
per 24 hours. This surface water then, 
during that month, carried suspended 
matter equal to one square mile six feet 
deep. 

The greater part of a river's work in 
transferring material is subaqueous. If 
the proportion of sediment to water In 
the Eraser approximates that of other 
streams, then 4, -10(1 such Junes as that 
of 1S04 would form the whole of -he 
made land. Dr. Wilson thought that 
the Eraser in its present course is not 
over five or six thousand years old. 

.Attention was drawn to the opinion 
of Prof. Hill Tout that the land in the 
neighborhood of Vancouver is sinking 
and to Mr. Tytb r's opinion that at Mis- 
sion the land, is rising, and it was sug- 
gested that both phenomena are due to 
the same cause, namely, the nccuin illa- 
tion of millions of tons' weight at the 
Fraser's mouth, thus depressing the elas- 
tic crust of the earth and causing an 
elevation in circuit 10 or 50 mil's 
distant. 

Items of interest communicated by 
Oeorge Turner, F. J. L. Tytlor and Mr. 
Ladner were introduced and photographs 
of the flood of 1804 loaned by W. S. 
Gore were exhibited. 

Mr. E. Baynes Reed donated a valu- 
able addition to the library, namely. 
"Fishery Industries of the U. S. A." by 
G. Brown Goode, in five 'volumes, and 
Mr. J. R. Anderson donated fixisils from 
Nunimo.

She will sail for the 
Yukon tonight after the arrival of the 
Queen from San Francisco with more 
passengers. The Garonne's load is by far 
the largest that has yet gone North 
this season. The majority of the pas- 
sengers n're bound to the new gold fields 
at Cape Nome.

W. EL Leo, manager of the Texada 
Iron mine, owned by the Union Iron 
Works Co. of Sua Francisco, spent yes- 
terday at. the Hotel Victoria. He re- 
ports the stuck finished at the new Van 
Anda smelter, and construction of that 
important accessory to the plant of the 
camp so well advanced that it is couli- 
dently expected the hist matte will be 
up by the 10th of July. The Texada 
Iron mine — inasmuch as it has never had 
any stock on the market— has been de- 
veloped during the past year or two with 
very little public attention being directed 
to it. it consists of many acres of solid 
iron, almost at the surface and extend- 
ing down about ir>0 feet. Beneath tins 
heavy capping rich deposits of copper 
are known to exist, and the operations 
now under way are toward the harvest- 
ing of this valuable mineral- Two 3UU- 
foot tunnels are being driven, the one 
above the other, and the lowest in from 
the high-water level, and before long it 
will be possible to run railway cars into 
the very heart of the mine. A tram- 
way is also being constructed to Gillis 
Bay, four miles distant, the nearest point 
at which a safe landing can be 1'ssurcd 
at all stages of the wind and tide, and 
will assist materially in the opening up 
of the mine. . Already over 400 tons 
of rich copper ore are in sight in the 
shaft and tunnels.

John Oarmody, of St. Paul, is a guest 
lit the Queen's, on his way North. Car- 
mody is known to fame as the Klondike 
newsboy, and made a snug fortune dur- 
ing his short residence in Dawson last 
season. On that occasion, after beating 
bis way to Seattle from St. Paul, he 
weut up aH u stowaway on the Hum- 
boldt. He had about 1,200 copies of 
Eastern papers which he packed over 
the Summit and took down the Yukon 
in an open boat. These papers sold for 
SI. 50 each in Dawson, and when the 
stock was exhausted Carmody blacked 
boots at 50 cents a shine. Then he 
worked in a restaurant at ,fl2 a day of 
10 hours, and picked up gold in half a 
dozen other ways, finally making $1,200 
by " washing " the sawdust from bar- 
room floors. At the close of the seuson 
he " caught a job " as waiter on a 
steamer for St. Michael, and stowed 
away at that port on the Garonne, 
which steamer landed him in Seattle with 
a balance of S2,t>00 for the season. He 
is again taking in papers this spring, tl>e 
hundreds made last season having van- 
ished in the gaieties of city life. 

* * • 

A. C. Johnson, of Detroit, Mich., a 
gentleman at present residing at the 
Dominion hotel, is one Edmonton route 
pilgrim whose verdict is not unqualifiedly 
against the country from which he has 
just emerged. He is an experienced, 
certificated mining engineer, ami no 
favorably impressed is he with the min- 
eral indications at one point on the trail 
that he is going back as soon as he can 
complete bis outfit. The great trouble 
with the people on the trail is, he says, 
their Inexperience. With no knowledge 
of mining or a mining country, they 
plunged into a wilderness, having neither 
sufficient knowledge nor ability to meet 
its ditllcnlties. Failing to find the trails 
paved with gold and easy of travel, they 
have lost, heart ami promptly condemn 
the country with all manner of superla- 
tives. The truth is that the unfortu- 
nates of the Edmonton trail were not as 
a class fitted for prospecting, and did not 
do any prospecting that was worth the 
name.

MIDWAY. 
From the Advance. 

Mr. Joseph Christian, oC Okanogan 
Mission, cwne iuto town on Saturday 
with some lomls of vegetables und farm 
produce, and as might be expected, had 
little difficulty in disposing of the same. 
At Cump MeKinney ho sold part of his 
load, some baled timothy buy at #50 a 
ton, and at Midway disposed of pota- 
toes at four tents a pound. At these 
figures it should pay the ranchers of 
the Okanagun to cater to the trade of 
this lower country, and had they done 
so long ago they would have experienced 
better priced than those obtained for 
produce sent into the Kootcnuy. Of 
course, these high prices for farm und 
garden produce will not be in vogue af- 
ter the new crops come in, but then the 
time will Boon come to cater to the fruit 
market, and no doubht tins would be 
found equally profitable if someone would 
inaugurate a system of keeping the 
Boundary Creek market regularly sup- 
plied with good edible fruit. 

It is generally understood that with 
the closing of the present mouth the 
successful general merchandise business 
carried on here for the past live years 
by Mr. James McNichol, will pass iuto 
other hands, the purchaser being a re- 
cent arrival, Mr. James R. Jacobs. Al- 
though disposing of his stock of general 
merchandise, Mr. McNichol will not, 
however, move from the district, as he 
has many other interests which will 
claim his attention both at Boundary 
Creek and the west fork of Kettle river. 

Mr. Clute, customs inspector at New 
Westminster, is here, having come in 
on Tuesday last. As a result of Mr. 
Chile's visit, Mr. Sutherland, the cus- 
toms' officer, has been suspended from 
duty. For the time being, and until the 
department has bad an opportunity to 
look into the matter connected with Mr. 
Sutherland's suspension, and determine 
apon a course of action, Mr. Haywood, 
assistant at the Grand Forks office, un- 
der Mr. Gilpin, will be in charge of the 
office. 

Judging by the number of depreda- 
tions committed in the Boundary Creek 
district during the past week or two, 
it would seem that the district Iiub suf- 
fered an influx of horse thieves, burg- 
lars and sneak thieves, certainly not <\ 
desirable element. A little less red tape 
and a little more of the old-time effective- 
ness of the provincial police force, when 
it was under the direct control of Super- 
intendent Hussey, would be o very wel- 
come feature just at present. 

ASHOROFT. 

The sale of the 100-Mile House, which 
was mentioned before in the Journal, 
to an English syndicate, has advanced 
another stage, and it is stated that a 
(10,000 payment has been made to guar- 
antee a purchase. The price paid for 
this raluuble property, one of the best 
in British Columbia, is reported as be- 
ing in tbe neighborhood of .flUO.OOO. but 
tilts is report only and is not given as au- 
thentic. In connection with Vietb it Bor- 
land's property are branches at Keithley 
Creek, Quesnellc Forks and Little Lake. 

Thos. McEwen, of Empire Valley, has 
sold his ranch, one of the best in the in- 
terior, to his nephews, John and Alex- 
McEwcn. The ranch consists of S.000 
acres and was valued, with 1)00 head of 
cattle and the horses and farm imple- 
ments, at 535,000. The exact price paid 
by the Messrs. McEwen Ls not known, 
but is expected to be near the above 
amount. Thos. McEwen bns been a 
resident of Empire valley for 11 years. 
He was bom in Scotland, but left his na- 
tive lnnd when a little lad for Ontario. 
His nephews are from Ontario and have 
been working for their uncle for the 
past serea years. It is reported that 
Mr. McEwen will engage in stock buy- 
ing for the const markets, but this is re- 
port only. In any case, Mr. McBwen's 
old friends and neighbors wish him the 
best of success, and may he live long 
to enjoy the competence he has— Journal. 

KAMLOOPS. 

Hugh McKinnon, the well-known min- 
er and prospector, died at the Royal In- 
land hospital on the 2nd Inst, of indam- 
matiou of the bowels, 20 minutes after be 
had been admitted. Deceased was about 
GO years of age. He was a native «of 
Maeintyre, Grey county, Out., and came 
to British Columbia 20 years ago. He 
has followed mining during his residence 
in this province, and came here from 
Rossland. Deceased was a brother-in- 
law of Rev. Mr. Chisholm, who former- 
ly reaided here. 

At the residence of T. W. Graham. 
Oultra Ranch, Shuswup on Friday night. 
May 20th. Theodore Lutge passed away, 
after a week's illness with bronchitis. 
Deceased was a native of Germany :iad 
in his 74th year. He came to this Pro- 
vince 40 years ago and was well known. 
The funeral took place on Sunday aL 11 
a.m. . 

Chaw W. Gladwin, a recent arrival 
from Nova Scotia, has obtained tbe ap- 
pointment of city policeman, rendered 
vacant by the resignation of Chief Kelly, 
and the promotion of constable McGllI to 
the office of chief. There were nine 
applicants for the position, seven being 
local ine«. 

GRAND FORKS, 
Grand Porks. June 1,— Hundreds of 
men are employed on the construction of 
the Columbia & Western Railway (C, E 
K.) from Rohson to Midway. It is ox 
peetod that the track will reach Grand 
Korku onrly in July. The charter does 
not permit the C. P. R. to go within 
one hundred yards of the international 
bonndiiry line. Therefore, to reach the 
Boundary district it is necessary to cross 
mountains, how tunnels and build a road 
bed that costs for many miles of the dis- 



tance over S:i2,000 per mile. From Rob- 
son, which is at an elevation of 1,400 
feet, the road climbs to Mcltne creek 
summit at an elevation of 4,000 feet. 
Then it conies down to Cascade at 1,000 
feet with another climb to an elevation 
of 15,100 feet over Eholt summit, and 
down again to Midway which is at an 
elevation of 1,000 feet. Near Niagara a 
tunnel 3,000 feet long has been bored' 
tin, nigh a mountain. O. P. R. engineers 
claim that they could have effected a 
saving of two million dollars if they had 
been permitted to follow the water grade 
of the Kettli? river, which in its serpen- 
tine course crosses the Boundary line 
several times. 

The development work on the Mam- 
moth and Diamond Hitch in Brown's 
Camp on the north fork of Kettle river, 
iibout 12 miles from here, is giving re- 
markable results. The ore body i" the 
Mammoth at a depth of 20 feet is ten 
feet wide. The sister claims are in 
dote proximity to the Pathfinder and 
Little Bertha. Three ledges outcrop and 
extend across both the former properties. 
Assays give from !?f> to $80 per ton in 
gold on the Diamond Hitch; from ifd to 
$30 per ton ill copper and silver on the 
Mammoth. The ledge on which develop- 
ment work is being most actively push- 
ed extends the length of both claims and 
is the same ledge that traverses the Lit- 
tle Bertha on the north. Twenty samples 
from the Diamond Hitch gave an aver- 
age of $24 per ton. Recent workings on 
the Diamond Hitch, across tunnel, run 
foi drainage purposes, cut the ore body 
at a depth of SO feet. The tunnel is in 
40 feel, follows the ore. body and had 
uncovered four feet of clean ore. In ad- 
dition there is three or four feel of ore 
and gnngue intermixed in the same ledge, 
all of which, it is expected, will develop 
clean ore with depth. 

On 'he Diamond Hitch the ledges run 
east and west. Their formation is a 
diorte with porphory dykes. The char- 
acter of the ore is pyrrhotite. The forma- 
tion is the same on the Mammoth, Its 
ledge runs north and south and at the 
surface there is thirty inches of clean 
ore. Both properties arc owned by the 
Mammoth and Diamond Hitch Cold Min- 
ing Company, Ltd. 

J. W. Astloy. of TCosslinid. is here after 
making a a inspection of the Snowshie 
property in Greenwood Camp. He states 
that development is being carried on 
upon an extensive scale. A boiler, pump 
and a hoist will be installed next month. 

Forty-five individuals including a num- 
ber of alleged confidence men and black- 
jack devotees were to-day notified by 
the police to get out of town within 
twenty-four hours under penalty of be- 
ing compelled to work on the street im- 
provements without the option of a line. 
A number nf them anticipating the no- 
tice have gone to Greenwood, where the 
local authorities recently took similar ac- 
tion. Tin? Greenwood characters pos- 
ses; a worse reputation, as hold-ups are 
frequently reported from there. 

A number of burglaries "have occurred 
hero lately. A few ieghts ago the resi- 
dence of It, F. Petrie was broken into 
and $250 in cash anil a diamond ring 
were stolen from his trousers lying at the 
foot of his bed. 

As yet there is no clue to the recent 
post-ofllce burglary. 



RAILWAY BELT LANDS. 

Reasons Inducing tbe Recent Reduction 
In Their Price. 

Till' following is an extract from a re- 
port of tbe committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil at Ottawa, appointed by His Excell- 
ency on the 13th May, 1809: 

On a report dated -1th May, 189!), from 
the Minister of the Interior, stating with 
reference to the following paragraph (b) 
of the ordcr-in-council of the 11th Febru- 
ary, IS90, P, C. No. 2,000, G.: 

" All lands of the Dominion which may 
be for sale from time to time within the 
railway belt, containing minerals within 
the meaning of the Mineral act. (B. C), 
not being Indian reserves or settlements 
or portions thereof, and not being under 
license or lease from the Dominion gov- 
ernment, shall be open to purchase by 
the provincial government at the price 
of :J0 per ncre," that from time to time, 
since the passing of that order, it has 
been represented that this price is an 
excessive one to charge for such lands, 
and that amongst other communications 
to that effect which are on (He in the 
department of the interior is a copy of 
flic despatch of the 30th March, 1804, 
of IHh Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
of British Columbia, and of a report of 
n committee of the executive council of 
that province of the 20th February, 1894, 
which are referred to in the order-in- 
council of the 21st May, 1894, whereby 
it was decided thai Lke application of the i 
provincial government could not be com- 
plied with, as although the lands within 
the railway belt in that province and 
all mineral's therein, except the precious I 
metals, belong to the Dominion; and 
although the Province obtained a revenue 
from the issue of free miner's licenses to 
mine thereon, the only revenue which 
was derived therefrom by the Dominion 
was the price, so objected to, of ,f0 per 
acre of these lands. 

The minister further states that since 
the last-mentioned order passed further 
applications for a reduction in the price 
of such lands have been received by the 
department of the interior, nnd that re- 
cently it has been represented to him 
that where these lands are not valuable 
for agricultural purposes or for the tim- 
ber growing thereon, the price thereof 
should be reduced to ?1 per ucre. 

The minister, although adhering to the 
decision that !?0 per aero is a reasonable 
price for these lands generally, has con- 
cluded that a reduction may fairly be 
made to ?1 per acre under the circum- 
stances mentioned in the application 
lastly above referred to, and he (the 
minister) therefore recommends that 
where such lands nre of no value for 
agricultural purjHiseH or for the timber 
growing thereon, the price thereof bo 
reduced to $1 per ncriN if the written 
application, to be dirnishod under para- 
graph fc) of the order of the 11th Febru- 
ary'. ^8!)0, is accompanied by a nolemn 
declaration, which is to be made by a 
Dominion or Provincial land surveyor, 
In accordance with the provision* of the 



Canada Evidence act, 1803, and in 
which, after the surveyor's name nnd 
residence have been given in full, it is 
stated: (1) That he has examined the 
lands which are the subject of the appli- 
cation; and (2) That such lands nre of 
no value for agricultural purposes, or for 
the timber growing thereon.

CARTtlED LADY PASSENGERS. 

The British Puritan Has a Trio of 
Ladies Aboard. 

The British ship Puritan commenced 
discharging her big cargo of coal in 
Esqulmalt yesterday. The ship besides 
breaking the record for speed from Eng- 
land to Esquimnlt and for bringing the 
largest cargo that has ever been brought 
to British Columbia by n sailing vessel, 
has still other laurels. She is the Brat of 
her kind to bring more than one lady pas- 
senger and Capt. Amsburg thinks he has 
also made about as fast a trip as has 
been made between CardilT and San 
Francisco. His passengers are his wife 
and family, Mrs. J. C. Ambcrman, the 
wife of the chief officer, and Mrs. 0. 
Macpherson, the wire of the steward. 
He states that he was off San Fran- 
cisco in 90 days, which according to some 
authorities lowers the California record 
by two days. Some of Capt. Ainsburg's 
trips in the Puritan have been from 
Kobe to San Francisco in 20 days; from 
New York to Leith (from dock to dock) 
in 18 days, and from New York to Kobe 
in days.

BANK OF MONTREAL 

Iteservc Fund Exceeds Fifty Per Cent. 
But Will Still Be Added to- 
Over Speculation. 

Montreal, June C — (Special) — A warn- 
ing against over-speculation was given 
by Mr. Clouston, general manager of the 
Bank of Montreal, at the annual meet- 
ing yesterday. After alluding to the 
general prosperity of the country und the 
strong position of the bank, he said: 
" The only unfavorable feature la sight 
is the excessive increase in call loans of 
§0,000,000, most of which, i am afraid, 
is occasioned largely by speculative 
'operations, some of them of dubious 
I value. This condition will probably 
correct itself some day, and may occa- 
sion individual losses to speculators, but 
should not affect the general prosperity."

THE EAST SAVELTERING. 

Hottest June Day in Years Recorded— 
Many Cases of Prostration. 

New York, June 5.— This was the hot- 
test day of the season in New York, and 
there were many cases of prostration. 
At 4 o'clock this afternoon the ther- 
mometer registered 07 in the shade. At 
S o'clock in the morning the mercury 
stood at SO, nnd it continued to climb 
until it reached 5)7, and then began td 
fall slowly. 

St. Louis, June 5-— At 3 o'clock this 
afternoon the thermometer stood 96 in 
the shade, the highest reached this sen- 
son, and maintained nt that point for 
several hours. There were two cases of 
heat prostration at the city hospital. 

Toledo, Juno 5. — This is the holiest 
June day in Toledo in the history of the 
weather bureau. The high record is 95 
degrees in lS9fl. hut the thermometer to- 
day reached 05%. One sunstroke is re- 
ported. 

Cincinnati, June 5. — The mercury this 
afternoon reached 1)3 by the govern- 
ment instruments. Three sunstrokes 
were reported. 

Chicago. June 5.— This wns the third 
day of excessive hent, the government 
thermometer registering a maximum of 
00 degrees. A number of horses were 
killed by the heat.

builnesB men hi the country? Do the peo- 
ple believe that absolutely everything in 
Canada should be directly controlled by 
party polities? 

Ho the people agree with Mr. Bostock 
that the government could manage a rail- 
way more economically and more success- 
fully than a private business company 
could do, or do they believe with Sir Charles 
Topper and Mr. Dnvln that a private cor- 
poration can build more cheaply and man- 
age more successfully than a government 
possibly could do, because a government 
would he constantly embarrassed by party 
demands for extensions to districts where 
votes were wanted, but wncre such exten- 
sions would not pay, and by the application 
for billets on the management for which 
the applicants were totally unfitted? 

it is true that Revelstoko has been more 
or less '•side-tracked," ana that Nelson is 
able to do better than It as a distributing 
polnn. That Is not entirely due to any one 
cause, and If It were we cannot unset the 
whole world to damage Nelson and benefit 
Revelstoko, II Is true, as Mr. Bostock 
argued, that there are discriminatory rates 
along the line, though to what extent I 
do not know, but these arc matters which 
are capable of explanation by experts, and 
even If It were right for i lie government 
to Interfere with the railway company's 
management of Its own affairs, It would 
not be possible. 

Our young legislator Is crying fur the 
moon, as very young men will, and his 
wise political papa told him so, whilst 
the minister of railways, who came in 
after the debate was all 'over, pointed out 
that the grievances widen Mr. Bostock 
and his friends desire to see remedied, "per- 
tain very largely to the question of rates 
and these grievances arise more particular- 
ly In connection with one great railroad 
system, and we all know" (except the young 
railway reformer from Kooteuay) "that 
that railroad, under the law, Is practically 
free from control by parliament In any 
shape or form." This Is to say, that if the 
member for Yale-Cariboo had consulted the 
law books or the head of the department 
with whose business he was meddling he 
.would have found that the principal thing 
I for which he was asking was an Impos- 
sibility. 

The question of purchasing the railways 
by the state, though the principal point In 
Mr. Rostock's speech, was not the question 
with which tlie motion was concerned, In 
support of which Mr. Bostock spoke. 

The motion (Mr. Rutherford's) was "That 
the public Interest demands that the rail- 
way companies of Canada should at the 
earliest possible moment be brought under 
the control of a board of railway commis- 
sioners, clothed with full power to enforce 
the provisions of the railway net, and to 
prescribe and enforce the observance of 
such regulations as mny be necessary In 
the public Interest." 

Mr. Rostock's contention almost amount- 
ed, as Sir Charles Tapper pointed oat, to 
a vote of want of confidence In the gov- 
ernmen, for he proposed to take power 
out of the hands of the railway committee 
of the Privy Council and put it Into the 
hands of three commissioners, to whom 
(being the best railway men or lawyers 
available) that broad-minded politician from 
Saskatchewan (Mr. T. O. Davis) proposed 
to pay the enormous salaries of from $0,000 
to i?S,O(10 per annum. 

Imagine one of the best railway men or 
one of the host railway lawyers of the 
Dominion giving up his practice and trotting 
about from one end of Canada to the other 
all the year round for $5,0001!! Mr. Davis 
Is too liberal. He measures the value of 
education by ills own. 

As far as I could understand, the duties 
of these commissioners would be to regulate 
rates (which they cannot do as regards the 
major part of the railways of Canada, owing 
to n law which stands on the statute honk) 
to enforce the railway act, locate lines of 
railways and travel from place to place to 
settle local grievances. 

I take it that the rallwa.. act can he en- 
forced by the Judges of the land, and surely 
houhl be left to the men whose money- 
Is at stake to locate their lines where they 
know that they will pay best. What com- 
pany Is going to put Its money into the 
hands of commissioners to do as they please 
with?

MINERS' CERTIFICATES. 

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

S:r: 1 take the liberty of again ad- 
dressing you upon the subject, of I lie 
granting of free miners' certificates to 
placer mining companies, my present re- 
marks being called for by the following 
local item which appeared in your issue 
of this inborning: 

"Companv Licenses.— Several new ap- 
plications made by incorporated compan- 
ies for free miners' certificates have been 
refused by the provincial government 
under the act providing that, only com- 
panies incorporated in British Colum- 
bia, and these only upon approval of the 
government, shall he granted such cer- 
tificates. Minister Cotton last evening 
said this was being done pending the 
adoption of a regulation dealing with the 
matter. The delay would not interfire 
with the working of the companies as 
they could appoint trustees to hold their 
claims." 

This -would have been an interest i'.ig 
news item if accurate. But the fact is 
as I tun informed on the most reliable 
authority that since Bill No. -1 to amend 
the Placer Mining act (popularly known 
as the Alien Exclusion act) was passed 
ou the 18th day of January, 1S!>S, not 
a single free miners' certificate has been 
issued to it placer mining company. II 
would be interesting to know how many 
companies have applied for minors' cer- 
tificates. Certainly if my information 
be correct there have been at least lif- 
teen or twenty applications, so that, the 
use of the word "several" is misleading. 

Then lion. Mr. Cotton is reported as 
saying that the delay would not interfere 
with the working of the companies, as 
they could appoint trustees to hold their 
claims. Does Mr. Cotton say this .is a 
minister speaking on the authority of 
the law adviser of the crown? Pre- 
sumably so, and if so what effect iB to 
be given to section 5 of the act in ques- 
tion, viz.: 

"5. No free miner after the coming into 
force of this section shall hold any claim 
under said Placer Mining act or any 
interest therein as trustees or otherwise 
for any person who is not a British sub- 
ject or for tiny corporation not authoriz- 
ed to take out a free miners' certificate 
as above orovided." 

Minister Cotton says the company may 
hold its property by :i trustee. The 
statute says not. Here again is nn in- 
stance of a government which would ret 
itself above the law. But people who 
wish to invest their money in pl.icar 
mining properties do not want to take 
the chance of having Minister Cotton's 
int trpretatioin of the stntule questioned 
in court. It has heretofore been a mat- 
ter of pride in British Columbia that the 
legislation has always safeguarded title 
to mineral claims and mining properties, 
so that the investor might know exactly 
where he stood, and tilings have co ne to 
a pretty pass when in order to protect 
capital and hold property at all it h is to 
he suggested by a minister of the cr.vvn 
that there is a way of circumventing an 
act of parliament.
